You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Academy in 
said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget and 
to raise as estimated therein the necessary funds to transact 
the Town’s business for the ensuing year. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to return the title of Lot 
No. 8 at Pratt Pond, acquired through Tax Collector’s deed, 
to the former owner, Kermit A. Morris, in consideration of his 
paying back taxes, interest, and costs amounting to approxi- 
mately $100.32. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


6. To hear reports of all committees and take action 
relating thereon. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1200 for a resident physician. 
8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 


the sum of $3500 to defray charges of the Police Department 
for the 1961 fiscal year. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $814.97 for T.R.A. By doing so, the Town will 
receive a contribution from the State of $5,433.10. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $230 (1/100 of 1% of the valuation of the Town) 
to the Monadnock Region Association for issuance and dis- 
tribution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine adver- 
tising, and by other means calling attention to the resources 
and natural advantages of the Town, in cooperation with the 
other thirty-seven towns of the Monadnock Region. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25 to be expended in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Forestry and Recreation Commission for the open- 
ing and maintaining of trails and old roads for forest fire pro- 
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tection. By doing so, the Town will receive a contribution 
from the New Hampshire Forestry and Recreation Commission 
of $25. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget 
of the Electric Light Department. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,206.33 to be used in the development, main- 
tenance, and supervision of the Recreation Field, or take any 
action thereon. (By Recreation Committee ) 

14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $14,000 to purchase a four-wheel drive loader 
with plow and to authorize the Selectmen to administer the 
purchase of the same by using the I.D.9 tractor and old 
crawler as an initial payment and borrowing on a long term 
note.

18. To see if the Town will vote to act upon a Zoning 
Ordinance proposed for the planned growth of New Ipswich, 
at an adjournment of this meeting, to be held on May 9, 1961 
at 7 P.M. at the Appleton Academy Gymnasium. (By Petition)

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and audit 
of the accounts of the Town of New Ipswich which was made 
by this Division acting under authority of Chapter 71, Section 
27, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, which provides in part 
as follows: 


“Audit on Motion of Commission. The (Tax) Com- 
mission may cause an audit to be made of the accounts 
of any city, town, school district, village district or pre- 
cinct, as often as once in two years, or whenever con- 
ditions appear to it to warrant such audit. xxxxx” 
This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, 
and the period from January Ist to September 30th, 1960. 
Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 
Also included is a Statistical Table presenting a Ten Year 
Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes. 


SCOPE ORPAUDUEL 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, Road Agent, Recreational Committee and Trustees 
of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1958 - Dec. 31, 1959: 
(Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1958 and 
December 31, 1959, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indi- 
cated therein the Net Debt increased by $2,565.58, during the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1959. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town 
during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures — 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 
Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 

estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1959, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicat- 
ed by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $3,142.70, less a revenue surplus of $1,195.32, 
resulted in a net budget deficit of $1,947.38. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 

A summary statement of receipts and expenditutres for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Ex- 
hibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of September 
80th, 1960, is indicated in Exhibit I. 


Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit G) 

A statement of outstanding long term indebtedness as of 
December 31, 1959, showing annual debt service requirements, 
is contained in Exhibit G. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 

Table I presents a Ten Year Statement of Indebtedness, Val- 
uation and Taxes. It will be noted that during the period from 
December 31, 1949 to December 31, 1959, the financial con- 
dition of the Town changed from a Surplus of $8,037.06 to a 
Net Debt of $22,674.05. 

During the same period the assessed valuation of taxable 
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property increased from $1,524,088.00 to $2,061,065.00 or 35%. 
The amount of the annual tax levy increased from $73,461.00 to 
$150,457.00 or 105%. 

The local tax rate increased from $4.82 to $7.30 per hundred, 
compared to the average rate for the State which increased 


from $4.31 to $5.37 during this period. 


Current Surplus: 

It is noted that the current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current liabilities) deacreased by $1,956.93, from $3,471.53 to 
$1,514.60, during 1959 as shown herewith:

Added Taxes and Abatements: 

Taxes which are added after the original warrant has been 
committed to the Collector should be listed on a separate page 
in the warrant book and a supplemental warrant issued for the 
collection of such taxes. 

Taxes may be removed from the warrant only by abatements 
which are authorized by the Board of Selectmen. 


Posting to Original Warrant: 

It is preferable to record all tax payments in the original 
warrant rather than recopying the uncollected list at the close 
of the fiscal year and posting to this list thereafter. 

When taxes are sold at the Collector's sale, the proper ac- 
counts should be credited in the warrant book and a notation 
made in the margin that the tax was “sold to town” or other 
purchaser. 


Tax Sale Costs: 

The proper legal charge for advertising and selling one parcel 
of real estate for non-payment of taxes is $3.75. This is divid- 
ed as follows: 

Advertising and Posting $2 20 
Sale ioD 


Total $3 75 
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Motor Vehicle Permits: 

Refund payments on account of voided or unused motor 
vehicle permits should be made by regular Town order-checks 
rather than by the Town Clerk. In such cases all three copies 
of the unused or voided permit should be kept on file. 

All three copies of the motor vehicle permit should be made 
at the same time by using carbon paper for the second and third 
copies. 

Road Agents’ Accounts: 

The check numbers should be indicated on the Road Agent's 
payrolls opposite the names of the individual employees to 
facilitate reference thereto. 

A monthly reconciliation of the bank balance should be made. 


Surety Bond: 

The surety bond of the Town Treasurer should be increased 
from $5,000.00 to $20,000.00, in order that the amount of the 
bond may be commensurate with the amount of funds in the 
custody of this official. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommenda- 
tions (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next an- 
nual report of the Town. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of New 
Ipswich for their assistance during the course of the audit.

RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


In presenting our report, we would like to tell you about 
the events and activities that took place at the Recreation 
Field. If you will look at our proposed budget for 1961 you 
will see what we hope to do at the Field this year, and by 
studying our financial report, you will be able to see how our 
budgeted money was spent on different projects and activities 
last year. 

Though the Recreation Field offers primarily a summer 
program, the Field is in use from the time the frost is out of 
the ground until late in the fall. The Appleton Academy base- 
ball team starts the season off in the spring by using the big 
diamond for their practice and home games. Central School 
children have their Field Days here, and the Little League with 
their volunteer coaches, often hold early season practice on 
the softball diamond. The summer program at the Field opened 
officially the last week in June. 

Three New Ipswich young people were in charge of the 
instruction and the program last summer. Mr. Richard Baker, 
a sophomore at UNH, was in charge of all the activity on the 
Field and in June was the recipient of the Red Cross National 
Aquatic School Scholarship to Camp Tevya. Mr. Baker also 
taught the Junior and Senior Life Saving Courses and will 
be returning this,summer as Field Director. Mrs. Manville 
(Sally Bays), a senior at Wellesley College, was in charge of 
all the swimming classes and all the pool activity. Mrs. Man- 
ville also taught some of the tennis classes, held a story telling 
hour, and on rainy days held arts and crafts classes in the 
basement of Central School. Miss Barbara Albree was our 
archery instructor, receiving her training at Kents Hill School 
in Maine. 

Placement tests were given to all the children and adults 
who enrolled in the swimming classes. Ninety of this number 
successfully completed the requirements for their class and re- 
ceived their certificates at the end of the season. Classes were 
also held for children of nursery school age, and special classes 
were arranged for adults who wished to learn to swim. Classes 
were held every morning, except Sundays, and the pool was 
open afternoons and many evenings, for general swimming. 
The pool was also opened after the basketball and baseball 
games for use by the home teams and the visiting teams. New 
Ipswich was a popular town whether the teams won or lost! 

At the request of several families, the Committee introduced 
archery. As a safety precaution, classes for the children were 
held early in the morning before the Field was open, and the 
classes for the adults were held early in the evening. It was a 
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popular sport and several of the residents became quite profi- 
cient. 

Mr. Baker organized a basketball league for high school 
boys and the young men in town. About forty men participated 
in this busy schedule. The practice and the games were held 
on the tennis court, and last year the P.T.A. installed lights 
for night playing. Games were held with teams from neigh- 
boring towns and between the local teams. 

Three years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Paul F. Cooper, summer 
residents of New Ipswich, contributed a substantial amount 
to organize a girls’ softball team. Each year they have given 
the same amount to completely equip the team. This year 
each girl had her own cap and glove. Next year Mr. and Mrs. 
Cooper are presenting the girls with individual baseball outfits 
in the team colors. A schedule was played with five other 
towns. These same girls had a basketball team which played 
visiting teams. 

The Little League carried on its own very busy schedule 
with at least fifty boys in the program. The boys were coached 
by volunteers, men interested in the boys and in the game, 
and the League played a full schedule throughout the summer. 

The New Ipswich Athletic Association sponsored a men’s 
softball team which played a twenty-game schedule. 


With the Girls’ Softball Team, the Little League, and the 
New Ipswich Athletic Association, the diamonds were used 
every night for either practice or games. Many evenings the 
diamonds would be full, the tennis court sporting a basketball 
game, the pool open for swimming, younger children using 
the see-saws and swings, and several youngsters crowding 
around the tetherball courts awaiting their turn at the game, 
or playing horseshoes in the pits. 


Ladder tournaments were held in horseshoes, badminton, 
tennis and tetherball. Various organizations used the picnic 
area for barbecues. The American Legion sponsored a carnival 
for a few days at the west end of the Field, which did not in- 
terfere with the Field activities. 

Two trips were sponsored away from town. On August 17th, 
fifty boys and girls, under the supervision of Mrs. Manville 
and Mr. Baker and several older boys, took an all day mountain 
climbing trip to Mt. Monadnock. On Labor Day, Mr. Cooper’s 
gift of bus transportation for sixty boys and girls and twelve 
adult leaders to a Red Sox game as guests of the Red Sox 
Management, was a highlight of the season. 

Youngsters who had taken part in the summer program held 
a cook-out at the Field at the end of the season. 110 youngsters 
had all the barbecued hot dogs and rolls and watermelons they 
could eat. Parents were on hand to help out with the charcoal 
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pits and see the youngsters receive their swimming certificates 
and ladder tournament awards. An evening cook-out was held 
two days later for the teenagers and the young men who had 
participated in the various team sports. The basketball and 
softball trophies were awarded and a movie screen was set up 
at the Field and a basketball movie shown. 

The Recreation Field is open to all the New Ipswich tax- 
payers and their guests and many summer residents participated 
in our program. A program such as this can only be carried 
out through the countless hours of volunteer labor and main- 
tenance by the people in the community. The continuous 
upkeep that is necessary on the diamonds was done by volun- 
teers from the Little League, the men’s softball team, and the 
Committee members. Last year the New Ipswich Athletic 
Association donated their time to paint the inside of the pool, 
and this year they donated their time to paint the poolhouse 
white with trim of bright green. Many other individuals have 
helped the program by charging less for services or equipment. 

The Committee realizes that many youngsters who would 
like to use the Field are hampered by lack of transportation. 
The cost of operating a bus to service the town is prohibitive, 
but we are hopeful that the parents who have been filling 
their cars with youngsters and bringing them to the Field 
will continue to do so. Perhaps some of the parents may be 
able to work out a car pool from their section of town so that 
more youngsters who live away from the Field can participate 
in the classes. The Committee would be willing to act as a 
clearing house in arranging these rides. 

Before the season opened in June, the inlet to the pool 
was repaired with poured cement, and an underdrain was in- 
stalled in the baseball field. Money appropriated for the con- 
struction of the backstop at the baseball field is available for 
the proposed completion of this project this spring. The second 
softball field was not needed this summer, and the money 
appropriated for this construction was used in increased re- 
pair and maintenance costs. 

Mr. Albree, a member for five years who has served as our 
very able Chairman, resigned from the Committee January 
15th, leaving an unexpired term of two years.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich, 
I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with a single 
change in the full-time staff. Mrs. Helena F. Short was 
hired to teach in the second grade filling the vacancy 
created when Mrs. Gagnon volunteered to teach the 
first grade as a replacement for Miss Battis. Mrs. 
Short is a graduate of Keene Teachers College with ten 
years of elementary school teaching experience, dating 
back to 1929 in Hooksett, later in Deerfield, and most 
recently in Candia. The remainder of the staff con- 
tinues in the same positions as held in the past. Mrs. 
Verner Korpi who has been physical education instruc- 
tor for the school for many years accepted a full-time 
teaching position, temporarily curtailing this program. 
Since January 8rd, the Board has been fortunate in 
hiring the services of Mrs. Marie Tolman of Jaffrey 
for the remainder of the year. 

The continuation of practically the entire staff for 
another year insures proper continuity of program and 
makes it possible to again effect the excellent instruc- 
tional program that has been traditional in New Ips- 
wich for many years. You will be pleased to know that 
a very careful analysis of the annual achievement test 
results shows that New Ipswich children are making 
excellent academic progress when compared with chil- 
dren throughout the country. On the average, a year 
and three months of academic growth took place dur- 
ing the past school year according to these test results. 
In addition, further analysis shows that an achievement 
level is being reached which is beyond that which 
could ordinarily be expected from the intelligence test 
scores of the individual children involved. The compar- 
ison of these test results with similar results in 1955 
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shows that today almost twenty percent more chil- 
dren are achieving above the normal for them than 
was the case in 1955. It is felt that these results de- 
finitely establish the fact that solid academic progress 
is being made in Central School. 

An expansion of the elementary program took place 
during the past fall with a day of outdoor education 
being provided for the children of the fifth and sixth 
grades and also for the children of the seventh and 
eighth grades. This program was made _ possible 
through the cooperation with Mr. Waldo Stone, Direc- 
tor of Camp Union in Greenfield. It is hoped that a 
similar program will be participated in during this 
spring and in the coming school year. This outdoor 
instruction has been found to greatly stimulate the in- 
terest of children in the out-of-doors. Good teachers 
have found it possible to relate these learnings to any 
academic area. 

The School Board faced up to the problem of pro- 
per utilization of teacher time by hiring Mrs. Wilson 
Allen, on an experimental basis, as a teachers aide. 
Mrs. Allen has responsibility for children before and 
after school and also assists in setting up for the noon 
lunch program, working four hours a day. This relief 
from various sundry duties for teachers has worked out 
so successfully, that it is being continued, to the grati- 
fication of all the teachers. The teachers’ time thus 
being saved is being utilized in various professional 
ways. The teachers have stated that this is the best 
thing that has happened to the Central School in many 
a year. 

Buildings and Grounds 

The installation of two tether balls and the im- 
provement of the outside basketball area have been 
carried out this past year, to improve the play area. 
Additional swings are being budgeted for this year. 

The deeding of a small piece of school property to 
Mr. Wilson Allen at the last School District meeting, 
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makes it possible to grade the school property into the 
adjacent area, and also to construct a fence along the 
line between the school property and the abutter's 
property. Provisions for both of these courses of ac- 
tion are found within the School Budget and through 
an Article in the Warrant. 

The heating system which showed no difficulty dur- 
ing the past school year, has shown some. weakness 
during the severe weather that has been experienced 
this year. Provision has been made in the budget for 
funds to provide additional duct work into the south- 
west corner room. It is hoped that this renovation will 
provide adequate heat for this room at all times. 


Special Articles 

Article 9 provides the District. an opportunity to 
enter into an exclusive contract with Appleton Acad- 
emy for the education of children at the high school 
level for $37,845.00. This constitutes an increase of 
some $7,600.00 over the present contract cost. This 
increase is brought about by two factors; one, an in- 
crease in enrollment at the Academy; and two, an in- 
crease in the tuition. The increase in tuition rate to 
some extent reflects the cost of additional construction 
which has been found needed at the Academy. Article 
10 calls for the construction of a six-foot chain link 
fence about 330 feet long from the road to the rear 
school property line. The fence would be on the line 
between school property and Mr. Allen’s property. 


Finance 

The total appropriation necessary to meet the 
School Board’s. budget for 1961-62 amounts to 
$139,858.46, which is an increase of $23,616.34 over the 
previous year. This increase includes the exclusive con- 
tract increase with Appleton Academy of about 
$7,600.00. It does not include the cost for the construc- 
tion of a fence which is a Warrant Article. Due to a 
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considerable increase in the amount of School Founda- 
tion Aid being anticipated, total income is $8,700.00 
more than that estimated for the current year, bringing 
about an over all increase in the school tax of $14,916.34. 

There are several areas within the budget which 
make up the bulk of this increase — $4,100 in teachers’ 
salaries and a $6,800 increase in Junior High School 
tuition costs. These Junior High tuition costs are 
brought about by an increase in enrollment at the 
seventh and eighth grade level. This has made neces- 
sary the sectioning of classes at the eighth grade level 
in all academic areas. With a class size of some forty 
children, it is understandable that such a division of 
classes is absolutely necessary if satisfactory instruc- 
tion is going to take place. The increase of $200 under 
Maintenance and Repairs is brought about by two ne- 
cessary improvements; one, the oiling of the driveway 
area which is necessary according to expert advice; and 
two, an additional $100 being budgeted to properly 
maintain the heating facilities of the school which be- 
come more subject to breakdowns with each passing 
year. Under Item No. 15, Health Supervision, the in- 
crease is to provide for added nursing services, increas- 
ing the service from two days to three full days each 
month. Under Transportation, the increase of $540.00 is 
that which is expected to be necessary in order to pro- 
perly maintain regular transportation routes. An ap- 
parent increase of $2,400 in Item 18a in School Lunch 
is simply a change in methods of accounting for funds 
in this area. This procedure has been recommended by 
the State Department of Education. Under Item J in 
the budget an income of $2,400 in School Lunch Re- 
imbursement is evident. This means that the net cost 
to the District is $300.00, which is the same expenditure 
as in previous years. In the Capital Outlay section of 
the budget an increase of $825.00 in Item 21 indicates 
the increased costs of expenditures for grading of the 
school grounds. 
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CONCLUSION 

Thanks are in order to the teachers of the school for 
the vigorous and conscientious effort they are making 
every day for the children of the town. The School 
Board continues to work with a dedication which it is 
hoped is fully appreciated by each member of the com- 
munity. With such interest on the part of the Board, 
teachers and parents, it is easy to understand why the 
quality of education being presently offered has come 

about and is being maintained.

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REPORT OF STATE NURSE 


An immunization clinic for pre-schools and school 
children was held at Central School in New Ipswich on 
the morning of June 10, 1960. 

Seventy-three doses of Salk Vaccine were given to 
the children. 

Nineteen triple toxoid inoculations were given to 
pre-schools for prevention of whooping cough, tetanus 
and diptheria, and nineteen children received smallpox 
vaccination before entering school.
